Brest-Litovsk is 900 miles). Lebedin is the westernmost 
point of advance of the Red Army on the 
southern wing of the front (ie 6, south of 

Orel). 

After a pause of nine days, Soviet 
troops in this sector have effected another 
deep breakthrough, cutting the fifth of the 
southern wing of the front (Le., south of 

Middle Don and the frontier river Bug. They are approach- 
ing the sixth line which they would cut with the capture 
of Romny, Konotop and Lubny. 

The captured towns of Akhtyrka 
form the points of a pincers aimed at the railroad center 
of Poltava. 

To the north another pocket has been formed north- 
west of Belgorod with the towns of Kursk and Sumy mark- 
ing the points of this second pincers. ; 

Still further to the north, Orel is threatened by a third 
pincers which has its points in the areas of the town of 
Bolkhov and newly captured Maloarchangelsk. 


And down south there is the great pocket in the Don- 


bas area where the Germans are fighting exceptionally 
hard. This tough resistance of the enemy is a grim warn- 
ing to those optimists who are ready to “concede” the 


complete defeat of Germany. An enemy who is able to 


wage a terrific battle like the one which has been going 
on at Krasnoarmeisk for the last 12 days is not a defeated 
enemy yet. He has suffered terrible defeats, but he is not 
defeated, paradoxical as this may sound. 

As the Red Army approaches the great trunk line 
Moscow-Odessa, the enemy resistance will further stiffen 
and the Germans will fight fiercely for the key points of 
Navlya, Novgorod-Seversk, Konotop, Romny, Lubny and 
Kremenchug. Capture or cutting of this line would gravely 
endanger their Dnieper position and would make it pretty 
hard for them to make a Stand there. 


N TUNISIA Rommel’s armored forces have made no 

further progress in the Thala direction for more than 
24 hours. It is a little premature to say that the enemv has 
been stopped completely, but there is no doubt that the 
appearance of 40-ton “Churchill” tanks on our side has 
had a salutary effect. The holding of Thala by our troops 
is of great importance, because if the Axis troops get there 
they are “in the clear” and have flat country to maneuver 
in to the northwest, in the direction of Clairefontaine, 
Souk Ahras and Constantine.
